DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

The amendment filed on January 28, 2010, has been entered and acknowledged 
by the Examiner. 

Claims 1-10 are pending in the instant application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-10 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicant's arguments filed January 28, 201 0 arguing that the use of a distyryl 
arylene as the host material does not characteristically result in a glass transition 
temperature greater than 85 degrees Celsius since glass transition temperature is 
dependent on the molecular weight of the material are found persuasive. 

Regarding independent claim 1 , the references of the Prior Art of record fail to 
teach or suggest the combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 1 , and 
specifically comprising the limitation wherein the host material for the luminescent layer 
of an organic el panel comprises distyryl arylene or derivatives thereof and has a glass 
transition temperature of 85 degrees Celsius or higher. 

Regarding claims 2-5, claims 2-5 are allowable for the reasons given in claim 1 
because of their dependency status from claim 1 .

Regarding independent claim 6, the references of the Prior Art of record fail to 
teach or suggest the combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 6, and 
specifically comprising the limitation wherein the host material for the luminescent layer 
of an organic el device comprises distyryl arylene or derivatives thereof and has a glass 
transition temperature of 85 degrees Celsius or higher. 

Regarding claims 7-10, claims 7-10 are allowable for the reasons given in claim 6 
because of their dependency status from claim 6.
